It is believed 
Andreas killed his wife and then shct 
himself. Both bodies were frozen, and 
it is thought they had been dead since 
Thursday night. | 

Mrs. Andreas was employed as a 
nousemaid at the home of Mrs. Frank 
Geary, 351 Washington place, East St. 
Louis. Thursday. afternoon she obtained 
Jeave of absence until Saturday morning. 

Newspapers Untouched at Door. 

When she did not return Saturday, 
Mrs. Geary concluded she was ill and 
would be there Monday. Monday morn- 
ing Louis Wilhelm of 1716 Henrictta 
gtreet telephoned the Geary home he 
thought something was wrong at the 
Andreas home, as the newspapers for 
eeveral days were untouched at the door, 

Mrs. Geary notified the police. Sergt. 
John Hubert went to the Andreas 
home and broke open the front door. In 
a bedroom he found the bodies. 

Mrs. Andreas lay on the floor, a bul- 
Jet wound in her heart. Andreas lay 
on a bed, one bullet wound under his left 
ear and one in his abdomen. A five- 
chambered revolver, with three ex- 


ploded cartridges, was lying beside him. | 


Mrs. J. BR. Wrest of 1714A Henrietta 
etreet, told the police she heard three 
shots Thursday evening, but thought 
they had been fired by someone shoot- 
ing at dogs which had become a neigh 
borhood nuisance. - 

Mr. and Mrs, Andreas came to this 
country from Austria last April. An- 

served in the Austrian army and 
had won a medal as a sharpshooter. 
Neighbors say he had been out of em- 
Pluyment several weeks. While An- 
dreas and his wife had been heard quar- 
reling several times, they kept their own 
counsel and the neighbors know little 
about their affairs. 

Mvidences of Want in Home. . 

L. Doussard of 1714 Henrietta 
street, “told Sergt. Hubert that on 
Tuesday Mrs. Andreas confided to her 
she had just received a letter from a 
brother in St. Louis, but begged her 
not to tell Andreas about it. 

Evidences of want were found in the 


house. Almost the only provisions were 


two cabbages. There were no carpets 

on the floor and the coal pile was low. 
i hilt carvan dog and cat were found 
in a room where they evidently had 
been imprigoned since Thursday night. 
The police searched the house for the 
letter from Mrs. Andreas’ brother. The

“there” at the company’s armory. 

When some Philistine hinted that it 
seemed strange that Company C, which 
had not as yet received its equipment 
from the Government, had been se- 
lected to go to the front. <A veteran 
of the Civil War proudly answered him 
with: “Our Government knows suh that 
the sons’ of the men-who followed Price 
are surely the flower of our State mi- 
litia and entitled to this yeah honor.’’

of the fifth section. The sixth section 
comprises ununiformed women march- 
ers and the seventh section consists of 
delegations from states where suffrage 
has been wholly or partly granted. 

Nearly all women marchers are gayly 
uniformed and the floats and golden 
chairiots appear to have been prepared 
with regard for the beautiful. 

Then the seven sections into which the 
suffrage managers had divided the pro- 
cession formed a kaleidoscopic picture 
of ever-shifting color. Gay tunics set 
off somber caps and gowns; the prim 
dresses of professional nurses were the 
tackground for .he gingham gowns and 
‘poke’ bonnets of the farming women, 
while the gay and fashionable attire of 
well-known actresses was in contrast 
with the purposely ink-stained dresses of 
the literary women. 

When the six ‘“‘golden chariots” con- 
tributed by the suffragists of Balti- 
more put in an appearance to lead the 
seventh section, they were acclaimed 
with cheers. Prominent women from the 
Maryland city were prepared to steer 
them down the long lane of people. Al- 
thouglf gaudy in their fresh gilt, the 
chariots shared attention with a more 
somber ‘‘Liberty bell’’ float in the same 
section, the contribution of the _ suf- 
fragists of Philadelphia.

Addressed as “‘Mr. Secretary” on 
Reaching Washington, He 
Smiles, “Thank You.” 


PLP ASHINGTON. March 3.—William 
Jennings Bryan arrived in Washington 
today and was escorted by a reception 
committee to what is known as the 
president’al suite in a downtown hotel. 
Whether he arrived in the capacity 
of the future Secretary of State, Bryan 
would not say. When addressed as 
“Mr. Secretary,” he merely smiled and 
said: ‘Thank you.” 

“I am watching the newspapers with 
great interest to learn who are to be 
the members of the next Cabinet,” said 
Bryan. — 

“Are you still watching for the an- 
nouncement of the next Secretary of 
State?” 

“T am very much interested to learn 
all about that appointment as well as 
the others,” Bryan replied. 

The Nebraskan denied a published re- 
port that he was holding up the an- 
nouncement of the Cabinet through a 
protest against the naming of William 
G. McAdoo of New York, as Secretary 
of the Treasury. 

“T heard that story, he said “as soon 
as I reached here. All I can say is 
that I wish men who write such news 
were compelled to sign their names. 
That would not add any weight to their 
words, but would materially lessen the 
likelihood of disseminating svch misin- 
formation.” 

Bryan was accompanied by his wife 
and Josephus Daniels of Raleigit, N. C, 
the reported choice for Secretary of the 
Navy. Mrs. Daniels also was ‘n the 
party. 

As to Dantilel’s selection for the Cab- 
inet, Bryan said the “persistent mention 
of some names as members of the Cab- 
inet” led him to regard some reports 
with considerable credit.

A STAGE CYCLONE 


Douglas Fairbanks Plays Its 
-Farce;Melodrama Hero With 
_ the Throttle Wide Open. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. , 
N “Hawthorne of the U. 8 A.,” 
| which , began a week's engapement 
at the Céntury Theater on Sunday 
evening, one encounters a broadly 
farcical young Anmterican hero whose 
deeds make ~-those of Baron Munch- 
ausen and Bombastes Furioso lowk like 
cents and who consistently takes his 
place alongside of these two imrcssible 
worthies in the field of braggart and 
preposterous prowess. 


I suspect that James Bernard lagan. 
the Anglo-Irish author of the play, en- 
joyed many a Jaugh at. what our Euro- 
pean cousins love to call “Yankee bun- 
combe”’ while he was writing shir stage 
story of romantic absurdities. 


I am not even sure that George M. 
Cohan, under whose direction «he play 
was produced, didn't join in the laugh 
during the rehearsals. 

It is difficult: to believe that either 
could have kept a straight face. while 
Anthony Hamilton Hawthorne was be- 
ing created. 


For “Hawthorne of the U. S. A,” 
surely backs ‘‘The Three Musketeers,” 
“Don Caesar de Bazan,” “The Prison- 
er of Zenda” and “An Enemy to the 
King’ clear off the stage in the gentle 
art of doing heroic things with such 
a lofty disregard of human plausibil- 
ity that the doer seems superhuman tn 
the doing. He is the last word in this 
entertaining province of romantic 
drama. 


: Nevertheless, as old Artemus Ward 
might have said, Anthony Hamilton 
Hawthorne is “an amoosin’ little cuss.’’ 
Douglas Fairbanks plays him with tre- 
mendous acrobatic and vocal vigor. Ue 
is literally a shriek’ and a scrimmage 
from.start to finish. 


Falling in love with the royal princess 
of a mythical kingdom somewhere in 
the Balkans, his infatuation seems Iin- 
stantly to transform him into a miracle- 
worker of the first magnitude. When 
the last curtain falls on. Mr. Fagan's 
play the miracles have all ‘‘panned out 
to the good’’ and Anthony Hamilton 
Hawthorne wins the girl, 

In the meantime,- single-handed and 
alone, save for a sort of Watson-to- 
Sherlock Holmes accompaniment by 
Rodney Blake, his American chum, he 
has been a truly marvelous figure to 
contemplate. 

He breaks the bank. at Monte Carlo. 
He saves the life of the King of Bor- 
rovina, his sweetheart’s father. He out- 
wits and’ “‘licks” the villainous _pret- 
Prince Viadimir Halberstadt. 
suitor for, the hand of the Princess, .in 
the prettiest “rough house’ that one 
could wish to see. He’ discovers, ex- 
poses and foils a plot to overthrow the 
Borrovinian dynasty of which his sweet- 
heart is the heiress apparent. 

He makes her army loyal. by paying 
its wages up to date out of the fortune 
which he won at the Prince of Monaco’s 
gaming tables.. And then, bless your 
life, one gets a farewell glimpse at 
him just as he. has’ about convinced 
everybody in Borrovina, including the 
King himself, that a Republic is a 
heap sight better than a monarchy for. 
real happiness and genuine tranquillity 
of. soul! 2 

By the time all this has been don: 
Douglas Fairbanks surély. must be 
worked to a frazzie. He is at a full 
gallop every minute of the play's prox- 
He catapults himself at his ene- 
mies, who are also his. sweetheart’: 
enemies, with ’a football recklessness 
that threatens to strew the stase rith 
broken bones—that has, fn fact, a-ready 
broken one collar bone and several arms 
and legs of other players, I,am told. 


He vaults and revaults over o!c stone 
Walls like a rubber man. He rusiies uo 
and down stairs with a Maratiion per 
sistency that testifies to his voss:ssion 
of one of the finest pair of lungs in a‘! 
the world. You never saw anything 
quite the equal of the cyclonic Amer- 
ican hero of his playing. 

And the audience goes wild over his 
performance. The Century rang to the 
echo with cyclonic applause Sunday 
night. It was all for the resistlessly 
athletic Anthony Hamilton Hawthorne 
of Dougias Fairbanks’ playing, although 
others in the company did fairly well 
while he was regaining his wind. 

Aniong these others were Irene Fen- 
wick as the pretty young Princess 
Irma, Sam B. Hardy as Rodney Blake, 
William Simpson as the old King of 
Borrovina, Martin L. Alsop as the Pre-

LAW, SAYS BARKER 


\ttorney-General Strongly Urges 
Passage by Senate of Orr Bill 
Passed by House,

POST-DISPATCH BUREAU, JEF- 
“"ERSON CITY, March 3,—Attorney- 
teneral Baker expressed himself in 
ery positive language today as favor- 
ng the repeal of the Oliver fire in- 


3urance law passed by the last Legis- 


‘ature. He said that he would not in- 
stitute any prosecutions under the new 
law prior to the adjournment of the 
General Assembly. 
Continuing to discuss the insurance 
situation, the Attorney-General said he 
had received some 500 complaints from 
persons who have taken out insurance 
under the new ratings prepared by the 
‘ompanies, and these show that the 
old rates have been boosted from 60 to 
300 per cent. 
The new rates were never indorsed 
by the State Insurance Department, but 
the companies claim they are in effect 
nevertheless, and that agents who write 
below the rates provided in the new 
schedules are guilty of a felony. 
“In my own city,” said the Attorney- 
General, “fire insurance rates have been 
advanced under these new schedules 
about 200 per cent. A business man 
from St. Louis came here last week 
and showed me 50 policies taken out 
under the new rates and there was a 
heavy advance in every one of them. 
Favors the Orr Bill. 

“T am of the opinion that the Orr 
house bill should pass the Senate as it 
passed the House. It repeals’ the 
Oliver act and would place the com- 
panies under the old law, make them 
liable for infractions of the anti-trust 
laws and re-establish competition.’’ 

The Orr bill passed the House almost 
unanimously, but there are persistent 
rumors that it will meet with bad weath- 
er in the Senate.

Little Former Trouble. i 

Attorney-General Barker, who was 
Speaker of the last House, recalled that 
there was very little trouble over fire 
insurance in this State until after the 
passage by the last Legislature of the 
Oliver bill. From the day it went into 
effect down to the present there hag 
been constant warfare between the com- 
panies and the State Department of In- 
surance. Barker voted against the Ol- 
iver bill and is glad now that he did so. 

The insurance companies are opposed 
to the Orr bill. It is claimed thdt_if this 
measure is deféated it will meaw much 
higher rates to the public in the future. 
It has been the contention of the In- 
surance Department all along that the 
new rates are not operative and never 
can become so under the law of 1911 
until approved by the department.

ROBBER OF 2 MEN 
N WABASH TRAIN 
IS BEING HUNTED 


Bandit Who Was Frightened 
Away Near Glen Echo Sta- 
tion Obtained Only $10.30. 


No trace has been obtained by the St. 
Louis police or St. Louis County officers 
or special agents of the Wabash Rail- 
road Co. of the man who robbed two 
Pullman passengers on a Wabash train 
near Glen Echo Saturday night. The 
robber’s loot was $10.30 and a gold watch. 

The train, bound for Kansas City, was 


in charge of Conductor W. B. Bryant. 
Shortly after it left the Delmar Rose- 
dale Station the electric bell on the rear 
of the last Pullman rang and the negro, 
porter, thinking a flagman was on the 
rear platform, opened the door. A 
syuare-featured man about 40 years old, 
5 feet 9 inches in height, weighing about 
150 pounds, wearing a light gray over- 
coat and a golf cap, stepped in and 
thrust a revolver .toward the porter’s 
face. ‘ 

“I want all the money on this train,” 
he said. He ordered the porter to go 
ahead of him and collect the -money, 
while the robber covered the passengers 
with his revolver. 

At the command of the robber, Wil- 
liam B. Whylie of the traffic manager’s 
office of the Wabash handed over $10, 
which he said was all that he had in his 
pockets. A. M. Snedden of the Smith & 
Davis Manufacturing Co. gave up 30 
cents and said it was all he had. Turn- 
ing to Whylie, the robber tore his watch 
from the chain. Snedden, who had sev- 
eral hundred dollars in his pockets, ran 
to the forward end of the car and locked 
himself in the wash room, shouting that 
a robber was aboard.

DEMAND 3 Gilt 
AND $300,000,000 


Peace Terms Also Ask Transfer 
of Aegean Islands Now Held 
by Greeks. 


ROME, March 3.—According to official 
information the Balkan states will in- 
sist upon the following conditions for 
the conclusion of peace, even through 
the mediation of the Powers. 

1. The contracting parties 
themselves to the immediate and 
multaneous cessation of hostilities after 
the signing of the treaty of peace. 

2. Contemporaneously, Turkey must 
surrender to the allies Adrianople, Scu- 
tarl and Janina. 

3. The Bulgar-Turkish frontier shall 
extend from Rodosto to Midia, the ex- 
act line to be established by a mili- 
tary commission, composed of Bulgari- 
ans and Turks. 

4. The Peninsula of Gallipoli to he 
ceded to the allies. 

5. All the Aegean Islands occupied 
at present by the Greeks to be ceded 
to the allies. 

6. Prisoners of war and hostages to 
be exchanged with the briefest delay. 

7. Turkey to pay the allies $300,000,090 
war indemnity, deducting from it, how- 
ever, that portion of the Ottoman debt 
borne by the Turkish European prov- 
inces. 

8. A special representative of the Sul- 
tan to be permitted in the Balkan ter- 
ritory for religious purposes, to hoid 
under his jurisdiction all mosques, pious 
funds and church properties. 

9. All trades conventions and agrec- 
ments existing between the allies and 
Turkey before the commencement of the 
war to be re-established.

HEAD IS CRUSHED 


Searching Party Finds Illinois 
Man Who Had Been Missing 
Two Weeks. 








HELD MANY MORTGAGES 





Was Wealthy and Had Just Sold 
Farm—On Way to Bank 
When He Met Death. 





The body of A. J. Smothers, # years 
old. a wealthy bachelor of Marion 
County, Ill., was found in a ravine two 
miles from his farm, Sunday, by a 
searching party of farmers who had >e- 
come mystified at his disappearance 
two weeks ago. Smothers’. head had 
been crushed. His body had been cov- 
ered with dirt and leaves. 

When Smothers disappeared he hal 
started to Salem, Ill, to record the 
sale of his 20-acre farm, and had $750 
which had been paid to him as part of 
the purchase price of the land by Flan- 
nery Williamson. When his body was 
found the money was gone. 

Held Many Mortgages. 

Little attention was paid to the disap- 
pearance of Smothers until he had been 
gone several.days. He had lived alone 
on His farm 10 miles northeast of Mount 
Vernon. He was reputed to be wealthy 
and had loaned various sums of money 
to farmers in that neighborhood, hold- 
ing mortgages on their-farms as se- 
curity. 

He sold his farm Feb. 18 to F. Wil- 
liamson, a farmer living in the neighbor- 
hood. Williamson paid him $750'on the 
purchase price and Smothers left the 
same day to go to Salem and record the 
transfer of the property, and deposit the 
money in a bank. 

Smothers did not reach Salem. His 
neighbors and acquaintances met last 
week and discussed his disappearance. 
lriday searching bodies were formed 
and the country between his home and 
Salem was gone over thoroughly. 

200 Men in Search. 

More than 200 men who volunteered 
to take part in the search were divided 
into groups. 
two days. 

Sunday afternoon the party led by Al- 
bert Easley found the body almost hid- 
den in the ravine, two miles from the 
Smithers farm. It is believed by the 
residents in the neighborhood that 
Smothers was killed soon after he start- 
ed to Salem, and that he never got 
further than the ravine on his trip. 

This is the second mystariocus disap- 
pearance of a farmer in that section 
within two weeks, whose ead body 
later has been found. The body of Rob- 
ert Miller was found a few days agc 
in an abandoned well in PonttY Town- 
ship after he had been missing Several! 
days. The condition of the body in- 
dicated that he had been killed with a 
blunt instrument. 


TAFT PARDONS MAN 
10 YEARS A FUGITIVE 


Attorney Who Fled From Charge 
of Misuse of Mails Obtains 
Executive Aid. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—Thomas 
Ewing Steele at Cincinnati was sen- 
tenced to serve 13 months in the United 
States penitentiary. As the sentence 
Was pronounced, the United States At- 
torney handed to Steele a pardon grant- 
ed by President Taft. 

Ten years ago Steele was a promi- 
nent attorney at Columbus. Ts ssi 
case he had was a suit for divorce. A 
citizen of Columbus had sued his wife. 
The wife retained Steele as counsel. 
She had no money. Steele advised her 
to try to obtain some from one of the 
corespondents named. 

Steele dictated a letter, which he in- 
structed his stenographer to send to the 
corespondents. These letters were sent. 
The Postoffice Department obtained one 
of them. Steele was indicted for misuse 
of the mails. He was tried and, pend- 
ing an application for appeal, was re- 
leased on bond.

OROSSING THE MEXICAN BORDER. 

DOUGLAS, Ariz, March 2—For thirty 
minutes this morning Troops E and F of the 
Ninth United States Cavalry and sixty mounted 
moldiers of the Mexican Federal Army from 
Agua Prieta were engaged in a battle four 
miles west of this city, in which six Mexicans 
were killed and many wounded.

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FIGHTING THE MONEY TRUST. 

. The Pujo Committee finds that in the larger 
transactions of the country a control of money 
and of credits exists which in other lines of 
business, especially the industrial line, would be 
instantly recognized as a trust control. 

It therefore has no hesitation in declaring that 
there is a Money and Credit Trust maintaining 
itself with methods and purposes analogous to 
those of other trusts, with whose nature and 
monopoly rewards the public is only too familiar. 
What the committee means by “trust” is ex- 
plained with preciseness, giving little apecrrenisy 
to disagree with its finding. 

Probably, on the valuable showing of facts 
made, some of the organizations and agreements 
by which the Money Trust .promotes its objects 
could be dissolved or prohibited by court attack, 
as in the case of other trusts. The committee, 
however, recommends the shorter course of spe- 
cific legislation to break up the control and “de- 
stroy” recognized evils. It is significant that most 
of the changes urged are to be brought about by 
the passage of new incorporation acts or the 
amendment of old acts. 

Not all the remedies it proposes are of equal 
merit. State incorporations for clearing houses 
and stock exchanges under penalty of denial of 
the use of the mails, however, will be an ad- 
mirable departure. What is contemplated, of 
course, is incorporation acts that will restrict 
powers, penalize abuses and fix responsibility. 

Interlocking banking directorates are to be for- 
bidden. Ownership by one national bank of stock 
in another is to be illegal. National banks are 
not to consolidate except on consent of the Comp- 
troller of the Currency. The deposits of inter- 
state corporations are to be taken away from pri- 
vate banking houses like that of J. P. Morgan. 
Competitive marketing of securities is to be pro- 
moted. The Incorporated Tin Box as known in 
St. Louis is to be outlawed by criminal] punish- 
ment for bank officers who accept compensation 
for loans. 

These changes will not only lessen the power 
for evil of the credit and money combine in New 
York, but will contribute to a sounder, more use- 
ful banking system throughout the country. 
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The Laight organized St. Louis Mouth Hygiene 
Association should work for the passage of a 
law providing for a free dental clinic for the 
public schools. Our posterity will undoubtedly 
provide for the care of the teeth of all children, 
and will marvel at our neglect of this important 
weapon against disease. 
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; THE SIXTY-SECOND CONGRESS. 
In the matter of Panama tolls and of pension 








legislation increasing expenditures on that ac- 


count to $180,000,000 annually, the Sixty-second 
Congress has given cause for disappointment. 

However, by adoption of the one-battleship 
program at its long session, it served notice for 
the first time that there are limits beyond which 
wastefully extravagant naval appropriation shall 
not go. It authorized the parcel post. It gave an 
impatient public the privilege, which it had 
long been denied, of votiig on an amendment 
for direct election of Senators. It answered the’ 
10 questions propounded so many times by the 
Post-Dispatch as to trust contributions to the 
Roosevelt campaign fund in 1904 and threw much 
light on campaign finance in general. It passed 
a law providing publicity for political expendi- 
tures. It impeached and removed Judge Robert 
W. Archbald of Pennsylvania, the first time the 
constitutional remedy had been invoked against 


{dereliction in the Federal judiciary since 1862. 
‘It recognized rights withheld from New Mex: 
S'ico and Arizona for a generation and admitted 
Y-| both to statehood. 


It created the Child’s Wel- 
fare Bureau, passed the eight-hour law for em- 
ployes on national public works and investigated 
five great monopoly trusts besides exposing de- 
linquencies in the past conduct of government. 
Executive vetoes prevented the only Demo- 
cratic. House elected since 1892 from giving the 
people relief from tariff privilege, the specific 
issue on which it had been elected. But its in- 
sistent efforts in that direction and its enact- 
ment of other praiseworthy legislation sum up 
a record of excellent service in behalf of the 
public,

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THE WEBB LAW. 
The effect of the Webb law, which was passed 


by Congress over President Taft’s veto, will be 
te give local authorities the power to prevent the 
delivery of interstate liquor shipments for use 
in dry territory. 

Both the President and Attorney-General Wick- 
ersham hold the opinion that the law is un- 
constitutional and undoubtedl:: this point will be 
tested. That it is undemocratic is clear because 
it interferes with the rights of individuals to 
purchase intoxicating beverages for their own 
use. It is a wide stretch of Federal authority. 
If the law is valid under the Constitution 
it will severely test the prohibition sentiment of 
the states. Hitherto prohibition in the Southern 
States has meant prohibition for the negroes and 
in Northern States merely the suppression of 
and manufacture of liquor, and its sale by licensed 
saloons. Individuals bought all they wanted 
from outside sources and speak-easies and boot- 
leggers flourished on imported wet goods. The 
Webb law will enable the local authorities in 
dry territory to stop the shipment of liquors to 
individuals as wel] as dealers. On the other 
hand it may merely drive the traffic further 
underground and increase the measure of graft 
which disgraces many dry localities. 

In this connection it is interesting to note a 
charge publicly made {n the Daily Oklahoman 
by George Barnett, County Commissioner of Okla- 
homa County, Ok., that the bootleggers, instead 
of paying licenses to the city or county, pay its 
equivalent to the enforcement officers who, he 
says, are getting rich on graft.

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CHARTER-MAKING CANDIDATES. 
The Post-Dispatch does not know of an ob- 


jection on the ground of personal character or 
record to any of the candidates named for the 
Board of Freeholders by the Joint Charter Con- 
ference. 

But as a group, completing the Hst of thirteen 
freeholders to be elected, the ticket is open to 
criticism. Six of the thirteen are lawyers, an 
excess of representation for that profession. With 
one additional vote the lawyers would contro] the 
body. Three lawyers would be ample for guid- 
ance on the legal phases of charter-making. With 
the exception of one civil engineer the remainder 
of the list is composed of representatives of busi- 
ness organizations. 

It may be wise to harmonize the civic and busi- 
ness organizations, but other elements should be 
considered and represented. 

Not one representative of labor is on the list. 
We believe it would be just and se to give 
organized labor a voice in the framing of the 
new charter. 

The list does not contain a man who is recog- 
nized as an expert authority on modern municipal 
government. There is no specialist or expert in 
the field of simplified city government to give 
practical counsel and aid in the most needful 
reform of our present governmental organiza- 
tion. 

It would have been better if the joint charter 
conference had suggested a list of at least 26 
men, representative of all elements from which 
the party conventions could select thirteen, in- 
stead of naming thirteen candidates. In short, 
the conference as a committee of civic and busi- 
ness organizations would be in a stronger posi- 
tion as an advisory than a dictatorial body. 

But the action of the conference is at least a 
warning to the party organizations that they 
must not nominate men of less fitness than those 
suggested in the list of thirteen, Certainly some 
of the men named should be on the Board of 
Freeholders. 3 
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Turkey is asked to raise a war indemnity of 
$300,000,000. Here is a good opportunity for Pier- 
pont Morgan to pick up a cigarette industry at a 
bargain while he is in the neighborhood.

A new “Division of Educational In- 
quiry” in connection with the Carnegie 
Foundation, created by Andrew Car- 
negie’s donation of $1,260,000, is reported 
to be preparing to turn the searchlight 
on the law schools in the same man- 
ner as institutions for medical train- 
ing were investigated by Abraham 
Flexner a few years ago. 

Abuses by attorneys of the type of 
the ambulance chaser and the small 
swindler are so serious and widespread 
that if a partial remedy can be found 
by changes in the méthod of tratning 
members of the bar, it is well worth 
the effort. The existence of a low 
standard among so many members of 
this profession is regretted by none so 
much as the best class of lawyers 
themselves. It has grown to be, in 
fact, a national evil, and if something 
of the public responsibility felt by the 
great mass of members of the medical 
profession can be introduced the gain 
will be great.

No less an authority than 
John Lovett Morse, professor of 





‘pediatrics at the Harvard Medical 
,} School, has taken a staunch stand 
against allowing ‘“‘dear old gra- 
ny’’ to have too big a finger in the pie 
of bringing up her children's children. 
Dr. Morse recently addressed a gath- 
ering composed mostly of women and 
mothers. He spoke on the care and 
feeding of children, and during his ad- 
dress occasioned some surprise by the

their great-coats, stood forth in al} the 
physical beauty of the perfect brute. 

Their pink .skin was as soft and 
healthy looking as a baby’s and glowed 
in the lights of the lanterns like tinted 
ivory, and underneath this silken cov- 
ering the great biceps and muscles 
moved in and out and looked like the!

brought their own offspring up sanely 
enough, take an almost maniacal de- 
light in interfering with the rearing of 
their grandchildren and advocating nur- 
turing that motherhood and good sense 
or will never condone.” The 
doctor dwelt particularly on the feeding 
of the child from infancy:to 6 years old. 
He placed much emphasis on the feeding 
of meat to the 2-year-old child. 

“One of the greatest obstacles to the 
proper feeding of children is the grand- 
mother,’’ Dr. Morse told his audience. 
“Tt is a strange fact that no matter 
how sensible a mother she may have 
been, she wants her grandchildren to be 
spoiled and brought up improperly and 
does her best to have them reared thus. 
If the mother of the child attempts to 
do the correct thing, grandma’s nose 
elevates to an angle of 45 degrees, while 
she silences the objecting parent by de- 
claring that she brought children up 
before she was born and Knows what 
she is talking about. The mother is 
properly sat upon, and the grandparunt 
has her way, baby adding an ache or 
two to its category. Science cannot ex- 
plain why grandma persists in going 
wrong in this direction. 

“Fathers also have a hand in upset- 
ting their children’s digestive organs. 
They spoil their appetites for simple 
food. They»«tempt the little ones with 
too solid food like baked beans and oth- 
er abominations. Children should be 
brought up never to know the taste of 
candy. It can’t suffer from lack’ of 
what it doesn’t Know. It can be per- 
fectly happy without ever knowing the 
taste of candy. The same Is true of ice 
cream. Also, children shouldn’t eat 
cake. One reason why children do not 
sleep well at night is because mothers 
keep them up after 6 o'clock in the 
evening to see their fathers come home 
Then papa romps with them; they get 
excited and lie awake. Fathers should 
deny themselves for the little one’s 


sake.”’ 
D* MORSE stated also that most 
of the men and women wWho hai 
failed in life were not taught to obey 
as children. He added that it was 
not the fault of the children them- 
selves but of their parents or guard- 
ians, for little ones are naturally 
honest and have to be taught to lie. 
He also advocated corporal punish- 
ment for all children, stating “Every 
youngster needs a licking once in 
awhile and when he or she gets it, it 
should be a good one. Thousands of 
children have been run over by auto- 
mobiles because they have not Tearned 
to obey instantly and without ques- 
tion. Thousands, disobeying, have 
eaten stuff that killed them.” 

The diet of children after the first 
year he outlined as follows: “At the 
age of one year the child’s diet should 
consist of whole cow’s milk, a little 
cereal, orange and beef juice—the 
latter actually pressed out of the

how is this diet to be increased. 

“An entire milk diet after the first 
year is improper. It means that milk 
is taking up room that is needed for 
other food. The diet may be increased 
by adding cereals with salt and no 
sugar, beef, mutton and chicken brotn. 
Shortly afterward a little zwieback or 
dry cracker may be broken up in the 
broth. The child may also be al- 
lowed to have a dry white cracker ‘in 
the hand.’ 

“At eighteen months—baked po- 
tato, rice, plain boiled macaroni and 
soft boiled egg. The variety of cereals 
may also be increased. From eighteen 
months to two years, junket and 
custard, with perhaps prune juice or 
a baked apple are added. 

“At two years meat is usually in- 
troduced into the diet—white meat of 
chicken and lamb chop, and if the 
child stands this well, beefsteak and 
roast beef may also be eaten. 

“At two-and-a-half years the green 
vegetables, spinach, peas, stewed 
celery, asparagus and string beans 
are added; nor is there any objection 
to canned peas or beans. Then mashed 
potato and stewed carrots. 

PP HERE .is' a common impression 

among mothers and nurses,”’ said 
Dr. Lovett, “that if a doctor does not 
include orange juice in the baby’s diet 
he doesn’t know his business. The truth 
ie that if a baby is taking only pasteur- 
ized or boiled milk he needs the orange 
juice to prevent the scurvy. If he is 
taking fresh milk or eating other fresh 
articles of food this is not necessary. 
It probably does no harm, but is not 
needed. 

“Only white crackers should. be given 
the child. Graham and oatmeal crack- 
ers are an abomination as far as the 
child is concerned: 

“Raw apples are extremely indigest- 
ible articles of food, and should not be 
eaten under any circumstances by chil- 
dren under the age of five. Bananas, 
which are likewise given on account of 
the prevailing impression that they are 
nourishing, are not especially nourish- 
ing and are very indigestible. Berries 
of all kinds are also bad for the chil- 
dren. 

“Cereals should all be cooked. Not 
half an hour, but three hours, or even 
better, five. The public has heen pretty 
generally educated up to the importance 
of clean milk for the infant. It is pretty

Two of the commis- 
sioners, Frank Wightman, Republican 
and Johg A. Knott, Pemocrat, will be 
selected frem the present Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission, which is to be 
abolished. 
The grain inspection business of the 
State will be transferred to a new de- 
partment to be known as the “State 
Warehouse Commissioner.”’ James A. 
Bradshaw, the third member of the pres- 
ent Railroad Commission, will be ap- 
pointed to this position. 

Knott and Wightman will serve on the 
Utilities Commission until the expiration 
of the terms they would have served as 
Railroad Commissioners, which is four 
and two years respectively. 

It is hinted in high official quarters 
that Frederick W. Lehmann of St. Louis 
will be asked to accept one of the com- 
missionerships. Commissioner Allison of 
the St. Louis Utilities Board also is 
| mentioned prominently for a place on 
the new board. It is practically settled 
that one of the Commissioners will be 
essigned to the supervision of St. Louis 
public service corporations. The general 
headquarters of. the commission will be 
in Jefferson City. 

Gov. Major has promised to choose 
the new commissioners without regard 
to their political affiliations. 

That the Board of Railroad and Ware- 
house Conifmissioners has been ineffec- 
tive in relieving public interests from 
the oppressions of public service cor- 
porations was indicated today by former 
Assistant Attorney-General Atkinson. It 
was pointed out by him that there are 
25 suits pending in the Federal Court 
at Kansas City affecting the authority 
of the State Railroad Commission to 
enforce their orders.

NEW YORK, March 3,—The Even- 
ing Post, in its copyrighted financial 
review today, says: 

“The stock market showed _ real 
cheerfulness today, and nearly all 
the standard shares advanced from 
1 to 2 points. What was more signifi- 
cant, also, the strength was well 
maintained, and there was at no tiin? 
signs of weakness or real pressure 
to sell. 

“The best prices were made in the 
afternoon, when the list became very 
strong under the influence. of good 
buying in the copper shares, Readiny, 
St. Paul, Lehigh Valley, Steel and 
Union Pacific. 

“In the last hour the market be- 
came rather quiet, but the strength 
was well maintained in spite of the 
firmness in money and the uncertain 
tone abroad. 

“On the other side sentiment was af- 
fected adversely by the announcement 
of the German armament plans, and 
the very poor statement by the Imperial 
Bank of Germany. 

“This showed such changes for the 
week as $17,000,000 reduction in cash 
holdings, $35,800,000 expansion in loans 
and discounts, and $41,000,000 expansion 
in note circulation. 3 

“Compared with a year ago, the weak- 
ness is much more pronounced, with 
such changes as $325,000,000 reduction in 
cash holdings, $48,000,000 expansion on 
loans and discounts and $82,000,000 in- 
crease in note circulation. 

Final prices for most stocks in this 
market were close to best of the day, 
the tone being strong throughout. 

“The market was quiet at the close, 
but there were no heavy offerings “t 
the higher level established. 

Banks Call Loans, ; 

“In the effort to strengthen their re- 
serve position some banks called a good 
many loans. The offerings of money on 
time were appreciably smaller, and it 
looked as if several large banks had re- 
tired for the time being at least, fromm 
the time loan market. 

“There was a sufficient demand for 
call money to enable the banks to get 
4% per.cent for renewals, and most of 
the money loaned was put out around 
41% per cent. Later the rate dropped to 
5% per cent. 

‘Tt was evident that out-of-town funds 
would be attracted by a 4% per cent 
rate if it held for a.few days, and it 
the demand here broadened with the 
show of strength in the stock market. 

‘The fact.that 17 clearing house banks 
started the week with less. than the 
required reserve, as against 18 institu- 
tions last week, explained the shifting 
of credits which was such a factor in 
the money market. 

“The new system of country check

“One way in which it may be felt in 
the near future, is through a reduction 
in balances carried here by important 
out-of-town institutions, which under 
the old system agreed to keep a certain 
amount always on-deposit in return for 
liberal collection privileges. 

“It will take some time to see just 
what effect the new rules will have on 
methods of banking in Wall street. 

“Tt seems certain, however, that the
